Thanks for your prompt reply concerning the Archives documents. 

I am enclosing my list, by subject, of the CD's, and also my list of 

the previously released material (mostly non-CD's, including many items V — 

which I already had because you and/or I had been after them). As you 

can see, I have ordered 655 pages, which I expect to arrive within a 

week or so. It is too late for me to cancel any part of that order, but 

I would be glad to copy part or all of it for you promptly. That also 

goes for any of the non-CD fcfcmg items which I have but you don't, of course. 

I expect that I will find some other people to share the costs, so I can 
do this for you at 5^/page, or maybe even a bit less. So, if you have 
not yet ordered some or all of these 655 pages, and want them, let me know. 

I'm not certain, but it looks like Sylvia will have ee access to 
a copy of all the pages; if so, I hope to get them all if it can be done 
cheaply. If so, I can copy it for you. So, you might want to check back 
with me, or even with Sylvia, if you want to get this additional material. 

There are a few CD's in the ones I have ordered wkxh which I expect 
to be particularly isxsx interesting. I've made notes on the pages I have 
not ordered, as best I can, using the CD indexes, etc. There are a few 
particularly provocative items. You might be particularly interested in 
CD 1347, pp. 121, 125-6, the remaining n Milteer pages. Also, CD 1107, 

PP* 37-1+1 (most of which was released in 1970), which involves anti— Castro 
Cubans; there are FBI interviews of 11/25-26 which were not dictated until 
April 1964 and not given to the Commission until mid-June! 

The actual lists the Archives sent me are too faint to copy, I thi nk - 
There is a one-page undated cover note on Archives letterhead; a 3-page 
list which starts "The following documents were made available for research 
during the calendar year 1974: CD 702 (CE 836 )..." (this list is superceded 
by the 2-page list I am enclosing) ; a ggag 2-page "List of WC numbered 
documents made available for research by the 1975 review," which is covered 
by my enclosed 4— page list , and a 3— page "list of part serf of VC numbered 
documents made available for research by the 1975 review." This last list 
specified the released iga pages, and has some information not in the enclosed 
lists of mine. If k the Archives hasn't given you a ee copy of this yet, I 
will try to make a copy. 
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
